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The Race Tracks Don’t Like the Wire Service 


AST year, after Bugsy Siegel passed to his reward, 

California suddenly grew very sick and tired of the 
stuff that crime is made of. One of the results, recently 
achieved, is a ruling of the Public Utilities Commission in 
that State which is supposed to prevent the use of telephone 
and telegraph wires by the service which furnishes racing 
information to handbooks, 


We were talking about that last week, and it seems a 
shame to clutter up the pre-Derby season of racing with 
conversation about the lower forms of life associated with 
the sport. But this is a continued story. It won’t do for 
horsemen to ignore it. Racing has an itch, and racing itself 


is going to have to do part of the scratching. 


As a matter of fact, racing itself is now in the position of 
being at open war with The Service. The president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations, which includes nearly 
all the major tracks in the country, immediately endorsed 
the Public Utilities Commission’s ruling and ‘expressed the 
hope that other states will follow the action taken by Cali- 
fornia in attempting to suppress these wire services which 
have specialized in furnishing information to bookmakers.” 


There was something more than righteous words in 
the TRA’s stand. Actually the California investigation was 
conducted largely under the direction of John Hanson, a 
former Federal Bureau of Investigation agent who had 
served under Spencer Drayton as one of the staff of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, the —TRA’s equiv- 
alent of the FBI. Hanson was hired by Governor Warren’s 
Crime Commission to carry on the special investigation 
which resulted in the orders to California’s telephone and 
telegraph companies. “The TRPB office and staff co- 
operated in the work. 


This is a new situation. Money supplied by the race 
tracks (through the TRA to the TRPB) is being used in 


front-line war against The Service. 


This does not necessarily mean that the battle will be 
won. It is the old unequal contest between fighters only 
one of whom is obliged to follow the rules. But it is highly 
Significant that the fight has been undertaken. 


The fact 


that open hostilities have begun is a solid indication that the 
race tracks see a chance for victory and are resolved to fight 
it out. 

This means that they are going to have to fight on many 
fronts, and with many weapons—and that they will need 
the support of individual horsemen. 


It means, for instance, that they are going to have to 
examine closely the problem of comeback money. One of 
the more or less necessary privileges of the handbook busi- 
ness is the ability to get money into the mutuels at the race 
track very quickly, and in large amounts. This is partly 
to get rid of money which appears too hot to hold, and 
partly to depress the odds on probable winners. 


The trouble with the comeback money problem is that 
it produces revenue for the tracks, in the form of take-off 
from the mutuel pools. Some tracks, they tell us, actually 
paid a percentage of the take to the agent who sent the 
comeback money into the machines. 


Obviously, if the race tracks hope for eventual victory 
in their struggle with The Service, they are going to have 
to discourage, in every way possible, the handling of come- 
back money. We have no doubt that the TRPB has ad- 
dressed its attention to this problem. ‘The TRA’s Code of 
Standards is positive about the matter. 


For the individual owner and trainer there is now an 
obligation, not new, but more insistent than ever before, 
to confine his betting to the race track. There are still 
many horsemen who feel that they are cheating themselves 
if they back their own horses at the track. The odds will 
be better, they reason, if their own wager does not get into 
the mutuel pools. They feel a special glow of satisfaction 
when they have succeeded in taking a handbook’s money. 

They should know that in the long run this practice will 
work out to their disadvantage. If they win significant 
amounts, their wagers soon will be a part of the comeback 
money, which will snowball into a larger amount on its 
way to the track. If they lose, they have deprived the track 
of the revenue from which their purses are paid. 


In any 
case they have furnished ammunition to the enemy.

SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


Good Nick and Something Else; 
French Horses Barred Too Late 


Barely off the train from Lexington, 
Sylvester Veitch found himself immediately 
in his usual position. The first horse he 
saddled for C. V. Whitney, an unknown 
named Mount Marcy, was made a heavy 
favorite. He landed as scheduled. 

Mount Marcy is in the Wood Memorial, 
so evidently some hope of class is held 
for him. A glance at his pedigree sent 
this observer scurrying back into the rec- 
ords, in search of a moral. He is by 
*Mahmoud, out of Maud Muller, by Pen- 
nant. It was recalled that in 1924 the 
H. P. Whitney stable. in a prefiguration 
of Calumet’s one-two-three finishes, had 
sent the entry of Maud Muller, Swinging. 
and Mother Goose scurrying across the 
finish line of Jamaica’s Rosedale Stakes 
to take the first three positions. 

Maud Muller. a product of the famous 
Peter Pan—Broomstick cross, went to the 
stud and turned out a raft of winners to 
carry the Eton blue which by then had 
descended to C. V. Whitney, and among 
them were the stakes winners The Darb. 
Chic Maud, and Monsoon. 

Swinging. with the Broomstick cross 
but without the Peter Pan, was bred to 
Peter Pan’s son Pennant, and came up 
with Equipoise, a great horse and an in- 
ordinately successful though short-lived 
sire. She had only two other foals, one 
winner of four races. 

Mother Goose, subsequently winner of 
the Futurity from Stimulus and others, 
had the Broomstick—Peter Pan cross 
through her dam, and from her five foals 
got four winners including the stakes filly 
Gosling. 

These three fillies thus had two things 
in common. They either had, or their suc- 
cessful progeny got, the Broomstick— 
Peter Pan cross, and they made up the 
placings in the Rosedale Stakes of their 
year. Now hell is full of mares with the 
Broomstick—Peter Pan cross, and _ fillies 
of stakes class are rare. You are left free 
to deduce which factor was the more im- 
portant in making their stud records a 
success. 


ANTIQUITY. Out in Chicago, one 
hears. a man with a stable of horses 13 
years old, or more, is up against it. The 
Commission has barred horses over 12. 
The news left this observer unmoved. but 
rather curious as to the number of horses 
that would be affected. It seemed either 
that Illinois had more than its share of 
13-year-olds and up, or that it had ruled

off a great many horses that had died 
or gone into the stud or were facing the 
difficulties of riding academies. 


So the February chart book was con- 
sulted. Under the letter “A” are listed 
263 horses which had raced through Febru- 
ary in North America this year. Two of 
them, a 16-year-old named Alviso, and a 
13-year-old named Anthology, are not elig- 
ible to race in Illinois. Admittedly the 
sample is small, and possible the letters 
“Q” and “Z” are crowded with ancient 
horses. But the matter is hardly worth 
going into very far. The percentage, any- 
way, is .0075 for the ancients. 

In 1947 19.063 horses were listed as 
starters in North America, and if this per- 
centage is accurate, 143 of them figure to 
be above racing age, Illinois-style. Al- 
viso and Anthology are racing in Mexico 
City, and it is unlikely that their names 
will appear among the nominations for 
the Arlington Handicap. or among the 
overnight entries for the seventh race at 
Sportsman’s Park. Oriental Park occa- 
sionally mounts a few older animals, but 
though Cuban breeders did challenge 
some Florida-bred 2-year-olds, they aren’t 
likely to make any forays farther north. 
either. 

There really isn’t any objection here. 
The Illinois rule cannot possible do any 
harm. Once, as they say, in a blue moon 
it might make an extra stall at Arlington 
Park for a younger horse. But since the 
good horses get in everywhere, you may 
bet a bit that the extra horse isn’t a nomi- 
nee for the Classic, either. Still, nobody 
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DIAGNOSIS: NOT SWAMP FEVER 


A diagnosis of pneumonia was made 
after an autopsy was performed on _ the 
horse Forfar. which was destroyed at Ja- 
maica on April 16. The horse developed 
a high temperature on April 15. Appre- 
hensive that the temperature rise might 
indicate swamp fever, track authorities 
arranged for the purchase of the horse 
from the Rusty Stable. He was destroyed. 

Dr. J. G. Catlett, veterinarian for the 
New York tracks, performed the autopsy 
and said the horse’s lungs contained sey- 
eral gallons of fluid, an indication of 
pneumonia. 

As a precaution, however, two horses 
were inoculated with Forfar’s blood. and 
blood samples and parts of his organs 
were sent to the Grayson Foundation for 
study. The barn was disinfected, the bed- 
ding burned, and other horses in the barn 
were moved to isolated quarters and 
placed under observation, according to 
Marshall Cassidy. steward representing 
The Jockey Club .

SHORTAGE. This is the department of 
funny coincidences with innocuous expla- 
nations. In 1912 American breeders were 
pouring horses onto the markets of the 
world because racing had been stopped 
in New York and wasn’t too healthy else- 
where. British authorities adopted the 
Jersey Act, barring American lines from 
the General Stud Book and the world 
markets. It was explained that the Jersey 
Act had no commercial implications; 
Messrs. Weatherby just wanted to keep 
things pure. 

In 1947 French-bred horses made regu- 
lar incursions into England, carrying home 
bundles of currency and assorted racing 
trophies, leaving English owners to stare 
moodily at pictures of St. Simon and Bend 
Or. On April 8 of this year a “spokes- 
man for the Board of Trade” announced 
that Britain will refuse farther immigra- 
tion of French horses, either for racing or 
sale. It was explained that this was be- 
cause there is a shortage of feed. 

The notion here is that England didn’t 
run out of oats soon enough. The pres 
tige of the British Thoroughbred, if 
not destroyed, is currently lower than it 
has ever been in my lifetime. and both 
breeders and racing owners are turning 
more to other foreign markets for their 
importations. Apparently they have neticed 
that the other invaders, though they often 
have unpronounceable pedigrees, win 4 
lot of races. 
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OBITUARY 


P. A. B. Widener 
Of Elmendorf 


Peter Arrell Brown Widener 2nd, master 
of Elmendorf Farm at Lexington since the 
death of his father. the late Joseph E. 
Widener. in October 1943, died Tuesday. 
April 20, at Lankenau Hospital in Phila- 
delphia. He was the victim of an unusual 
disease, or complication, which over the 
last few years had gradually curtailed his 
activities. The family for many months 
had been aware of the danger to his 
life. Last Sunday at the hospital he fell 
into a coma. Two days later he died 
without having recovered consciousness. 

The funeral services were to be held 
Friday, April 23, at the Church of the 
Redeemer, Bryn Mawr. 

Son of Joseph E. and Ella Pancoast 
Widener, P. A. B. Widener 2nd was named 
for his grandfather, who began as a 
butcher’s apprentice. made his first $50.- 
000 by supplying mutton to the Union 
Army. turned to politics and traction pro- 
motion, and ended with one of America’s 
greatest fortunes. P. A. B. Widener 2nd 
was born June 25, 1895, at the family’s 
summer place at Long Branch, N. J. 

For the first thirty years of his life he 
was “indifferent to racing,” as he reported 
in his autobiography, Without Drums, pub- 
lished in 1940. He avoided going near 
the Thoroughbreds which, along with the 
family’s great art collection, were the 
major interests of his father. But, begin- 
ning in 1925, his interest changed. 

“It all came about in a funny way.” 
he wrote in Without Drums. “Fifteen 
years ago Gertrude and I visited Elmen- 
dorf for a vacation. The farm is a beauti- 
ful, restful retreat. It’s the ideal spot to 
relax and escape parties and the telephone. 
That it was Father’s stud and training 
base meant nothing to me then, and little 
to Gertrude, whose interest in horses was 
still not serious. 

“One afternoon he suggested that we 
accompany him to a horse sale. It was 
the sale of the Nursery Stud of the late 
Major August Belmont. We went out of 
curiosity. We came home with a new 
enthusiasm. The course of our lives had 
been changed by a golden horse. . . I'll 
never forget him. . . .” 

Having looked upon the beauty of Fair 
Play and the tears that traced many faces 
as the magnificent old hellion was led from 
the Nursery Stud across the fields to El- 
mendorf, young Pete Widener and_ his 
wife gained a “passionate devotion” to 
the Thoroughbred. He learned pedigrees 
and racing history thoroughly, followed 
his father through his annual routine of 
Hialeah, Elmendorf, Belmont Park, France, 
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England, Saratoga. Belmont Park, Elmen- 
dorf, and Hialeah. 

When ill health finally obliged his 
father’s retirement, he took over many 
of the responsible positions Joseph E. 
Widener had held, including the direction 
of Elmendorf Farm. In his last few years 
he spent a great deal of time at the farm, 
and he knew the broodmares almost as 
intimately as their caretakers. 

After J. E. Widener’s death the farm 
was operated by a partnership compris- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. P. A. B. Widener and 
their son Peter A. B. Widener 3rd. In 
1944 a new policy was established and 
Elmendorf for the first time became a 
breeder for the market. The yearlings 
sold by auction at Keeneland have been 
very successful. 


It is expected that P. A. B. Widener 3rd 
will continue the operation of Elmendorf 
Farm and that he and his bride of last 
vear will make their home there. 

Among the organizations to which Mr. 
Widener belonged were The Jockey Club, 
Turf and Field Club, Thoroughbred Club 
of America, Keeneland Association (di- 
rector), Westchester Racing Association 
(Belmont Park. vice president). Miami 
Jockey Club (Hialeah Park. president). 
In most of these he followed his father, 
one of the most influential and construc- 
tive men in American racing in this cen- 
tury, and his own positions of leadership 
were held only briefly. 

The French horses owned by his father 
came under his direction but were never

LONDON 


The 2.000 Guineas. to be run over the 
Rowley Mile at Newmarket on April 28, 
will not properly resolve itself until the 
day of the race. I do not see how The 
Cobblers preliminary can tell -us  any- 
thing. He was to run for a minor event 
at Bath on April 14. There was nothing 
of his class engaged. It should have been 
little more than an exercise canter. 

Sam Armstrong keeps guesssing 
about My Babu (formerly Lerins). last 
year’s top 2-year-old. The original inten- 
tion was that My Babu should take on 


Birthday Greetings at Hurst Park on 
April 10. We had all been looking for- 


ward to a first meeting between those two 
good colts. There have been some cold 
winds and Armstrong decided the time 
was not ripe when My Babu could be 
stripped and given a top pace gallop. So 
he missed the Hurst Park race, and it 
looks very much as if he will not be seen 
out until the 2.000 Guineas. 

We are to see Pride of India in the 
Craven Stakes at Newmarket on the April 
15. This son of Colombo has made a lot 
of friends by the style in which he has 
been galloping on Newmarket heath. He 
was put up the trial ground the other day 
with old Eric’s Folly and another 3-year- 
old called Lake Placid. He treated them 
with scant ceremony. We shall see what 
he can do when he runs for the Craven 
Stakes. which can be reported in my next 
dispatch. 


MOLONY UP. At the time of writing. 
Birthday Greetings is the only one of the 
“Big Four” which has appeared on the 
racecourse. He duly won the Henry VIII 
Stakes over seven furlongs at Hurst Park. 
Miss Dorothy Paget has not retained any 
jockey since Tommy Carey retired from 
the saddle and took up training at the 
end of 1946. That means she has to pick 
and choose where she can for a jockey. 
She likes to get Gordon Richards or Char- 
les Smirke. She cannot have either for 
Birthday Greetings in the 2.000 Guineas. 
Richards will be on The Cobbler and 
Smirke on My Babu. 

Miss Paget decided to retain Martin 
Molony for her colt in the 2,000 Guineas. 
This versatile rider will be quite good 
enough if his mount is equal to the occa- 
sion. | do not think Molony had ever 
ridden on the flat in England prior to 
steering old Sugar Palm to victory at 
Liverpool. In the next race he rode the 
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favourite, Silver Fame, in the Grand Na- 
tional. 

Molony does not alter the length of his 
leathers whether he is riding on the flat, 
over hurdles. or over fences. He adopts 
the old fashioned style of riding “long” 
and it would look very much out of place 
against the crouching, up-on-the-withers 
style of most American jockeys. Yet young 
Molony, just past his majority. is a grand 
horseman with good hands and the ability 
to balance a horse. Until the past win- 
ter he has done most of his riding in Ire- 
land and was paying his first visit to 
Hurst Park. 

Birthday Greetings is a typical Blue 
Peter in appearance. He has a chestnut 
coat with all the power and substance of 
most of the sire’s stock. There may be 
an element of doubt about stamina on the 
maternal side of the pedigree. and it is 
because of that he is being specially pre- 
pared for the 2.000 Guineas. It is realized 
he may not stay the mile and a half in 
the Derby. The colt was just a little 
anxious in the paddock during the pre- 
liminaries, and sweated-up a little over the 
loins. That is something he had never 
done before. He had not pleased every- 
body in his training spins at Newmarket. 
but no fault could be found with the way 
in which he ran his race. 


ON THE BIT. The seven furlongs start 


at Hurst Park takes place out of sight. 


That is probably something Americans 
will not understand. After the straight 


five furlongs, there is a bend in the course. 
and it is not possible to see around the 
corner from the stands. The horses have 
to cover about a quarter of a mile before 
they come into view. When that happened 
Birthday Greetings was tucked in on the 
rails behind The Brogue and First Night. 
They gave him plenty of room to go 
through on the inside and his long stride 
carried him to the head of affairs while 
still on the bit. At the end of six fur- 
longs the jockey was sitting perfectly still, 
and it was only when Straight Play came 
along with a final rally that Molony sat 
down to ride. There was not what could 
be called a lot of response, but Birthday 
Greetings was never in any danger and 
had a length to spare at the winning post. 

There was much discussion afterwards 
whether he could have pulled out any 
more. As it happened it was not neces- 
sary. and taking everything into considera- 
tion, it would be unwise to condemn him. 
Perhaps I was left with a fleeting doubt 
whether he will stay the final furlong in 
the 2.000 Guineas, and yet it seemed to me 
he was running just a little bit lazily. He 
blew a bit when the saddle was removed 
and also sweated up. 

There can be no doubt the race was just 
what he wanted to tune him up. Whatever 
his fate in the classic, there will be no 
fitter colt in the field. That, at least, 


should stand him in good stead in what 
is likely to be his one hope of gaining 
classic honours. He has been third choice 
in the market after My Babu and The Cob- 
bler. and is likely to retain that position 
unless Pride of India puts up a sparkling 
display in the Craven Stakes. 
American-bred The Senator 2nd, by 
*Tsolater out of *Gainly, by Gainsborough, 
had the second race of his career when 
finishing unplaced behind Birthday Greet- 
ings. He is a fine upstanding colt and 
was bandaged on both fore legs. He was 
never prominent, and while there were 
some who even thought he might be super- 
ior to William Woodward’s Black Tar- 
quin, that idea can now be forgotten. It 
may be too early to pass an opinion on 
The Senator 2nd, but it can be taken for 
granted he has a long way to go before he 
can be put in the same class as Black 
Tarquin. 
Also at Hurst Park we had a classis 
trial for 3-year-old fillies. The Beckhamp.- 
ton-trained Queenpot upset all calculations 
by winning all the way. She had appeared 
to be something of a short runner as a 
2-year-old, when she did not stay beyond 
five furlongs. She is now a much stronger 
proposition, which is not surprising in 
view of her improved appearance. She 
is a stylish filly of excellent quality and 
has filled out to a remarkable extent since 
her 2-year-old days. She was not seriously 
troubled to stay the seven furlongs and 
in all probability made all the running. 
Certainly she was in front when the run- 
ners came into sight and held on well for 
a two lengths victory. The pedigree of

New Jersey Takes 
A Larger Piece 


After brisk skirmishing between the race 
tracks and the State, an additional 2 per 
cent tax was laid on pari-mutuel betting 
in New Jersey. Legislation authorizing 
a total tax of 12 per cent was signed on 
April 14. The bill, passed under sus- 
pension of rules, became a law in time 
to affect the Garden State Park meeting 
that opened April 15. 

Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll had asked for 
passage of the tax measure. He said the 
State needed the money. Administration 
sources estimated that the increased tax 
would net an additional $5,285,000. 

The 12 per cent will be divided equally 
between the State and the tracks. On the 
10 per cent basis, the State had received 
4 per cent. 

The State also will receive the breakage 
from a dime. The breakage. formerly on 
the basis of five cents, used to go to the 
tracks. under certain circumstances. Gar- 
den State Park, oldest of New Jersey's 
three race courses, in recent years had not 
been permitted to keep the breakage. 

Tax receipts from New Jersey racing 
during 1947 were about $7,500,000. The 
estimated $5,.285.000 increase was based 
on expectation that the betting level would 
remain approximately the same as _ last 
year. 

The racing commission recommended 
against the increase. So did the tracks. 
which conducted a_ publicity campaign 
against it. One of the reasons cited by 
opponents of the higher tax was that the 
differential between New Jersey. under a 
10 per cent tax, and New York, which has 
a 15 per cent tax. would be diminished. 
This would tend to keep New York bettors 
athome. Part of the flourishing condition 
of New Jersey racing in the last year or 
two has been attributed to the support of 
New Yorkers. who sought to evade the 
heavy tax in their home State. 

The tracks also opposed the measure on 
the ground that their financial prosperity 
would be jeopardized. Spokesmen for the 
Atlantic City track, which reported a profit 
of $346,382 last year. said the bill would 
reduce its revenue by $349,000. which 
would put the track in the red. Senator 
Frank S. Farley, whose law firm repre- 
sents the Atlantic City course. voted for 


the bill. 


NOT SO. Governor Driscoll said that 
the State tax department had advised him 
that the new bill would permit the tracks 
a fair return on their investment. 
Figures released by the racing commis- 
sion concerning the financial status of the 
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tracks apparently were furnished by Gar- 
den State Park. the governor declared. 
He said the track was “one of the few 
corporations I ever heard of that has been 
able to declare a 1.000 per cent dividend 
on its stock and a $15 cash dividend on 
stock valued at $10 a share.” 

Homer C. Zink, State tax commissioner. 
said that Atlantic City had made a profit 
of $346,382 last year after Federal taxes. 
Expenses included an item of $190,393 
for landscaping. Zink said. and he noted 
that “a large part of these expenses are 
not recurring. Based on other tracks’ 
records, landscaping costs should not ex- 
ceed $50,000.” It was not stated which 
tracks Mr. Zink had based his estimate on. 
He added that Atlantic City should show 
a profit of about $212,000 this year, be- 
cause of more favorable dates which pre- 
sumably would help offset the higher tax 
and the loss of the breakage. 

The racing commision had recommended 
an 1] per cent tax. The track would get 6 
per cent on betting under $50,000,000. and 
the State would get 6 per cent on betting 
in excess of that sum. 


TEMPORARY, MAYBE. Newspaper 
reports of the new bill stated that “it was 
learned” that the measure would not 
likely remain on the statute books for 
more than a year. Governor Driscoll was 
said to be contemplating a study of race 
track taxation based on a_track’s 


earn- 
ings rather than on betting. 

TWO VIEWS. Some odd _ sidelights 
arose in connection with the bill. The 


Newark Star-Ledger in the past has not 
hesitated to point a finger at the tracks 
when it thought they were out of line, such 
as when they allegedly used scarce build- 
ing materials and attempted to sew up 
the labor market. But in connection with 
the increased tax, the newspaper editori- 
ally observed that the measure’ was 
adopted hastily. and it expressed the hope 
that the governor would “make a compre- 
hensive study of this coming season’s ex- 
periences. . . . The present formula may 
provoke ‘the law of diminishing returns.’ ” 

The newspaper observed in a later edi- 
torial that the bill “makes the mistake of 
taxing racing excessively. instead of taxing 
racetracks reasonably.” It suggested a tax 
on profits made by the tracks. “The 
audits show that the volume and rate of 
profits vary as between the tracks. Thus. 
a graduated tax on profits. based on vol- 
ume. would seem to be fair.” 

But across the river. in New York. the 
Herald-Tribune had rolled an eye at the 
track Editorially the 
paper commented on the possible “obstrue- 


operators. news 
tive efforts of race-track interests” 
nection with the bill. It said that in con- 
flicts between the tracks and public in- 
terest. the racing people had “consistently 
fared well.” and that the governor and the 
Republican majority in the Legislature 
were under “an obligation to make a stand 
against their continued successes... . 
The impression that the track operators re- 
ceive preferential consideration must not 
be permitted to grow. . . .”

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Sagey Goes Up—and Then Out; 
Citation Is Still the One to Beat 


The most watched pot in American sport 
was coming to a boil. Havre de Grace had 
the Chesapeake Trial and the Chesapeake 
Stakes. Jamaica had the Jamaica Handi- 
cap. Garden State Park had the Camden 
Handicap. And there were other races in- 
volving some of the 109 Kentucky Derby 
nominees. 

The Derby preliminaries usually include 
at least one unscheduled explosion. The 
No. 1 bombshell of 1948 was set off in 
the six-furlong Chesapeake Trial of April 
12. In the post parade, Calumet Farm’s 
Citation looked exactly like a 3-to-10 fa- 
vorite ready to have his number hung up. 
But at the wire. Mrs. Helen Sagner’s Saggy 
looked like a horse which had just beaten 
a 3-to-10 favorite by a length. 

Between the start and finish of the six 
furlongs. there was some lively action. 
Saggy made his usual quick start, ran 
Hefty into the mud with a half mile in 
:47. Dr. Almac was third at this point. 
Citation was fourth—Jockey Eddie Ar- 
caro had taken him back soon after the 
start. 

On the turn. Arcaro clucked to Citation. 
Don McAndrew laid the whip on Saggy. 
But Citation didn’t get a clean shot at 
the leader. Hefty drifted wide as Citation 
began to move up. and carried the Calu- 
met horse to the middle of the track. Even 
so he gained on Saggy. but was a length 
behind him at the finish. Dr. Almac was 
third. Bovard fourth. Fritz Maisel fifth. 
and Hefty sixth. All are Derby nominees. 

Arcaro complained that Hefty’s drift- 
ing was suspiciously coincidental with 
Citation’s run. but the stewards said it 
was unavoidable. 

Calumet and Citation weren't the only 
losers in the Trial. The Havre de Grace 
management faced a minus pool of $15,- 
242 in the show betting. But Calumet 
retrieved some of its lost ground. The 
3-vear-old Beau Dandy. a Derby nominee 
but not a Derby probable. won the race 
preceding the Trial. And the Calumet-bred 
filly Romping added to Chance Play’s ex- 
cellent sire record by winning on the other 
side of the Trial. Romping now is owned 
by the Blue Stone Farm. 


ROUND TWO. A showdown 
Saggy and Citation wasn’t long 
Five days later they met in the 1,);-mile 
Chesapeake Stakes. The weather was 
clear. the track had improved from the 
previous Monday. Arcaro was back at

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Havre de Grace to ride Citation. Me- 
Andrew was on Saggy. Owner Warren 
Wright and Trainer Ben Jones had flown 
from Lexington to witness the race. 

The field was small—only two other 
starters the headliners—but it 
was a two-horse race anyhow so far as 
Turf fans were concerned. Citation’s odds 
were even lower than for the Trial—1l to 
5. Saggy was $3.70 to 1. He had been 
4 to 1 in the Trial. 

Each of the rivals was dropping weight. 
Citation was carrying 122 pounds, the top 
impost. He carried 126 in the Trial. As 
a non-winner of two races of $15,000, 
Sagey was in at 119. In the Trial he had 
carried 122. 

An upsetting thing arose as the field 
plodded postward. A ring broke on the 
overcheck-type bit worn by Citation. The 
snaflle bit held. but the small overcheck. 
which pressed against the roof of Cita- 
tion’s mouth. was useless. Citation was 
taken back to the paddock. A spare over- 
check bit was not available. so a bridle 
with a regular “D” bit was put on him, 
and he returned to the gate.

Jockey N. L. Pierson. who has 
been doing most of the stable’s riding at 
Keeneland. probably would be on Coal- 
town.

run, Citation was hard to hold when the 
gate opened. But Arcaro succeeded in 
easing him off the pace as Saggy and Dr, 
Almac made for the front. 

After half a mile. a strange thing 
happened. Instead of drawing away from 
Dr. Almac as he had in the Trial, Saggy 
began to fade. He dropped back to see. 
ond and Dr. Almac took a short lead, 
It was short, and it was brief. At the next 
pole Citation was in front. He opened 
his lead at about the same rate Saggy 
dropped back. At the finish, the winner 
was 41% lengths in front of Bovard, which 
moved up on the inside and took second 
money. Saggy was last. six lengths behind 
Dr. Almac. 

Citation earned $19.750 by winning. 
Saggy earned $1.250 for finishing fourth 
in a four-horse race. But the track lost 
money. To the $15,242 minus show pool 
of the Trial was added a minus $20,226 
place pool in the Stakes. Show betting 
was barred in the four-horse race, but the 
spectators poured $142,594 on Citation to 
place. They bet only $58.881 on him to 
win. 

By the following Monday it was learned 
that Saggy was suffering a recurrence of 
the knee trouble that hampered him last 
year. He was said to be definitely out of 
the Derby. The development came too 
late to save $3,000 for Saggy’s owner. 
He had been made a supplementary nomi- 
nee to the Preakness just two days before 
the Chesapeake Stakes. Bovard and Dr. 
Almac also were announced as Derby 
withdrawals following the Chesapeake. 


A NEW HOPEFUL. Two days before 
the Chesapeake. Joseph M. Roebling’s 
Cacique and Macbeth came out for the 
six-furlong Camden Handicap on _ the 
opening program at Garden State Park. 
The only Derby horses in the field, they 
were up against such hard-hitting oldsters 
as King Dorsett. Buzfuz, Wide Wing, 
Scholarship, and Kitchen Police. At 108 
pounds (Macbeth) and 109 (Cacique), 
the Roebling pair were giving weight by 
the scale to all but Buzfuz. 

Macbeth, which had a record of four 
wins and two seconds in six starts last 
year, extended his consistency through the 
Camden by gaining a nose decision over 
the 6-year-old King Dorsett, which was 
carrying 115 pounds, 17 below scale. At 
108. Macbeth was eight under scale. Mac- 
beth was slow to get into stride, but 
gained steadily and overcame Scholarship 
and King Dorsett in the drive. Cacique 
was last throughout. The Camden was 
Macbeth’s first start since last August. 

Seconds in the William Penn and 
Garden State Stakes last year earned Mac: 
beth an Experimental Handicap rating 
of 112 pounds. At this weight he was 


one of a dozen others. including Billings. 
Ace Admiral. Picnic Lunch, and Royal 
Blood. 


Citation, of course. ranked 14 
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pounds above them. Macbeth was sched- 
uled to start in the 11, mile Trenton 
Handicap on April 24. 


UP COMES MAINE CHANCE. At 
Jamaica, meantime, a group of ten 3-year- 
olds had met in the Jamaica Handicap, 
on April 14. Star Bout, which had been 
given 122 pounds in the Experimental, 
carried 123 in the Jamaica. The other 
Jamaica Handicap starters which had been 
weighted in the Experimental carried with- 
in a pound or two of their Experimental 


ratings. 
Maine Chance Farm, which had not 
been figuring pre-Derby surmises, 


plumped into the picture with Royal Blood. 
The colt had been third to My Request 
in the six-furlong Experimental. In the 
Jamaica he was third, for a brief interval, 
to Grey Flight and Mr. Ace. But Douglas 
Dodson gave him his head in the stretch, 
and he won by two lengths in 1:13, over 
a sloppy track. Mr. Ace was second, Jimi- 
kin third. Star Bout, the favorite, was 
away quickly, but he stopped quickly 
and finished last.

Bout. unlimbered another Derby gun in 
the following race. At 1,); miles. Kilroy 
won by four lengths from Hypnos and 
Ventolino. ) 

Maine Chance Farm had another win- 
ner at Jamaica later in the week. Knock- 
down, making the second start of a come- 
back after more than a year’s absence 
from the Turf, gained front-running 
victory over Double Jay and Stymie at 
7; miles on April 17. Double Jay ham- 
mered hard at the Maine Chance 5-year- 
old throughout the race and was gaining 
at the end, but missed by about three- 
quarters of a length. 

Stymie, beginning his career as a 7-year- 
old after having been out of action since 
last November, rushed up on the turn, 
but ran out of drive in the stretch. He 
finished 214 lengths behind Double Jay. 
No Derby nominees were in the race. 


ROAD COMPANIES. On the same 
afternoon, a field of nine older horses (no 
Derby nominees) turned out for the 1,- 
mile Ben Ali Handicap. Calumet’s Fer- 
vent and F. W. Hooper’s *Colosal, which 
had finished tightly locked in the first 
section of the Double Event, furnished 
another stirring race in the Ben Ali. This 
time the score was reversed. Fervent beat 
*Colosal in a photo ending. Star Re- 
ward was third. Fervent gave *Colosal 
eight pounds actual weight, nine by the 
scale. 


About half an hour earlier, Citation had 
run off with the Chesapeake laurels, so 
Calumet duplicated a previous feat of 
winning two important races at two differ- 
ent tracks on the same day. On May 6, 
1944, Ben Jones had saddled Pensive for 
avictory in the Kentucky Derby at Church-

The Racing Board’s 
Three New Rules 


CHICAGO 


If Huck Finn had been present at the 
April 15 meeting of the Illinois Racing 
Board he probably would have reported 
that a “mighty. uncommon lot” of co-opera- 
tion. harmony and good will prevailed there, 
“more th’n ord’nary. ’n jest oozing out 0° 
the pores.” The description is accurate. 
The board even appeased one of its own 
members who had been disappointed at 
New Orleans last month. 


THE SERVICE. Lest it appear that 
the board was a little soft at this meeting 
it should be stated without further delay 
that it really got tough in places. The 
board put some new teeth in an old rule 
and voted to shut off completely all tele- 
phone and telegraph service to and from 
IHinois tracks during racing hours. Ofh- 
cials of the board. the racing associations. 
and accredited members of the press are 
exempt from the wire ban. The new 
ruling is calculated to make things tougher 
for “The Service” and its clients. the 
handbooks. 


CONFERENCE. The previously men- 
tioned co-operation, ete.. developed when 
the board invited to a round-table discus- 
sion several other state officials whose 
duties place them more or less in direct 
or indirect contact with racing. 

A get-together of this kind was sug- 
gested by Secretary Clem Nance. The 
meeting served a double purpose. It 
placed the board on record of having 
sought co-operation from other officials 
should any problems or questions involv- 
ing racing arise in official quarters in the 
future. 

It also established some closer team- 
work on the part of the various State 
officials. After all, they’re all on the same 
team as representatives of the State ad- 
ministration of Gov. Dwight H. (Pete) 
Green, himself a right smart quarterback 
and clever second-baseman in his day. 
Altogether, the meeting seemed to be a 
very good idea. 

Many subjects were discussed. ranging 
from precautions against swamp fever and 
fire to honky-tonks on the highways near 
race tracks. Attending the meeting: 

Arnold P. Benson. director of agricul- 
ture; Dr. C. S. Fidler, superintendent of 
livestock industry; Dr. Roland R. Cross, 
State health director, and one of his as- 
sistants. B. K. Richardson; Wilbur Ken- 
nedy, assistant superintendent of State 
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police; John H. Craig. State fire marshal; 
Frank G. Thompson, director of registra- 
tion and education; and William A. Tay- 
lor, of the department of finance. 

Director Thompson’s department 
handles the State’s rehabilitation program 
for disabled war veterans, a program sup- 
ported largely by revenue from racing. 
This department also licenses veterina- 
rians and blacksmiths. 

The interests of the other officials in 
various phases of racing are rather ob- 
vious. Traffic jams. hoodlums. and other 
undesirable persons. places and_ things. 
were discussed with the State police. The 
department of agriculture is concerned 
with animal health, the fire marshal with 
all fire hazards, the finance department 
with the usual interests of finance depart- 
ments. 

Health officials. of course. are interested 
in public health. But Dr. Cross and Mr. 
Richardson were interested also in the 
proposal to establish in their department 
a State-owned laboratory for the specific 
purposes of making analyses of all saliva. 
urine and blood specimens from the race 
tracks, also for experimental work in that 
field. At present the racing board em- 


ploys the services of private laboratories 
for this work. It was pointed out that the 
amount of money paid to private labora- 
tories would cover the cost of one owned 
and operated by the State. 


OLDSTERS OUT. The board adopted 
new rules barring from competition on 
Illinois tracks all horses over the age of 
12 years and all maidens more than 6. 


vears old. It was in approving these 
highly controversial measures that the 


board backed up one of its members, 
Frank FE. Mandel. Mr. Mandel had tried 
unsuccessfully to persuade the National 
Asseciation of State Racing Commissioners 
to recommend such rulings at their annual 
meeting in New Orleans last month. 

Any urge which might arise to edi- 
torialize in this report on the controver- 
sial subject of age limits for starters will 
be repressed at least partly and for the 
time being. Most of the arguments are 
familiar, not to say hackneyed and stereo- 
typed. anyhow. 

Stewards always were empowered to bar 
any unfit horse, regardless of age. Now 
they are obliged to bar all horses beyond

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Fillies vs. Males 
In Stakes Races 


In his editorial in the February 28 issue 
of Tue Bioop-Horse J. A. Estes, writing 
on the subject of filly and mare races in 
North America, stated: “Fillies which can 
beat other fillies are headliners.” 

Carrying this idea a step further, it 
would appear that a filly or mare which 
can beat males, especially in stakes com- 
petition, would qualify as a superior brood- 
mare prospect. Accordingly, using the 
information available in the Stakes Win- 
ners of 1947 supplement to THE BLoop- 
Horsk, an endeavor was made to determine 
how many fillies and mares were able to 
win a stakes that was not limited exclu- 
sively to members of their own sex. 

Of the total of 301 stakes winners on the 
flat listed in the supplement, 82 (27 per 
cent) are females. Of the 504 stakes races 
accounted for, 82 (16 per cent) were re- 
stricted to fillies or mares. That the num- 
ber of stakes-winning females and the num- 
ber of stakes races offered for females are 
identical is purely a coincidence, as of 
course not every female listed qualified by 
winning one of the filly and mare stakes.

Actually the 82 fillies and mares won 
a total of 128 races (25 per cent of the 
total of 504). The 82 races exclusively 
for females were won by 56 different fillies 
and mares. The remaining 26 fillies and 
mares which won stakes did so by account- 
ing for races open to both sexes. And 
twelve of the 56 females which won stakes 
restricted to their own sex also were able 
to win a stakes against males. Thus we 
have the following: 44 fillies and mares 
won 56 stakes restricted to their sex; 26 
won 32 races open to both sexes; 12 which 
won both restricted and open races ac- 
counted for 26 of the restricted type and 
14 open races. Totals: 82 winners of 128 
stakes of both categories. 

There were 38 fillies and mares able to 
win stakes open to both males and females. 
They must be considered excellent pros- 
pects for future breeding purposes. These 
38 won a total of 46 open races. “Open” 
in this sense means a stakes race not 
limited to females, regardless of any other 
restrictions as to breeding, ownership, etc. 


THE LEADERS. No filly or mare was 
able to win more than two such races. 
There were eight which each won that 
number: Bewitch. Brown Hostess, Cisal- 
worth, Gallorette, Marbend, *Miss Grillo, 
Miss Real. and Peach Cobbler.

SWEATING IT OFF 
Charles LeBlane rode Ben F. Whitaker’s 


Carolyn A. to victory in the Correction 
Handicap at Jamaica recently, and on the 
face of things one might have presumed 
that he had a very easy day’s work. He 
had only the one mount that day, and the 
$20.000 added stakes race was run in 
less than 1144 minutes. 

LeBlanc’s riding chore might have been 
fairly simple, but he was a good part of 
the morning preparing for the mount, 
While, according to the rules of racing of 
The Jockey Club, he would have been 
permitted to carry five pounds overweight 
on Carolyn A., LeBlanc preferred to make 
the weight, which was 110. 

With his saddle rigged, LeBlane weighed 
11414 pounds so he decided to see Dick 
Law, jockey’s masseur and physical ad- 
visor. 

“He came in at 10 in the morning and 
we went to work,” Law says: “The pro- 
cedure is to take a hot shower and then 
get in the box.” He indicated the sweat 
boxes heated by forty-eight 60 watt clear 
lamps. “At intervals I take them out 
and we apply an unguent cream which 
lubricates the skin and helps promote 
sweating. In between sessions in the box, 
I wrap them up in rubber sheeting.” Le. 
Blane spent 34% hours under Law’s mini- 
strations, and weighed out for the race 
at exactly 110. 

Law does not approve of overdoing the 
sweatbox method of losing weight. He 
prefers a diet. “I give them a two-week 
Johns Hopkins diet, and of course when 
dieting they check with the track physi- 


cian. It’s a pretty rugged diet. but it 
provides the necessary calories.” TRA

IN 1940 the 2-year-old filly, by Stimulus—*Cres- 
tema, by Tetratema, named Mrs. Punch won the 
thirty-first running of the Rosedale Stakes at 
Jamaica.

For impregnation, 


A Question Mark 


A. S. Hewitt, Kentucky and 
Virginia breeder, is the third con- 
tributor to the symposium on im- 
pregnation. Mr. Hewitt’s remarks 
follow: 


The problem of impregnating mares 
came up for debate in THE BLoop-Horse 
of April 3, when Paul Ebelhardt, the man- 
ager of Calumet Farm. questioned its use. 
and particularly its “abuse.” and again 
in the issue of April 24, when C. A. Ken- 
ney, the manager of Coldstream Stud came 
out with a good square answer in favor 
of it. 

Speaking from personal experience, 
without claim to scientific knowledge or 
training on the point, I have examined 
hundreds of semen samples from stallions 


just after a cover had- been made. These 
samples varied enormously from day to 
day in the case of the same stallion, both 
as to motility and the degree of concentra- 
tion of the sperm. 

So much was this the case that on sev- 
eral occasions, I asked a veterinarian who 
was present to go in my mare and re- 
cover some of the semen for examination 
and comparison with the “tail end” used 
for impregnation. In those cases where 
this “tail end” was found to be weak, both 
in motility and concentration of sperm, 
the sample of the semen recovered from 
the mare was found to be up to par on 
both points. 


In other words, assuming that the mare 
is got in foal by one of the sperm con- 
tained in the impregnating sample—and 
if she is not, there is no point in impreg- 
nating—there is a distinct risk that the 
fertilization will be made by a less vigor- 
ous sperm than the average of those con- 
tained in the main charge of semen. 

I have no way of knowing whether this 
would result in an inferior foal. But if 
there is anything desirable in vigorous 
and highly motile sperm, then surely there 


is some doubt about the practice of bring. 
ing about fertilization with less vigorous 
and less motile sperm. 

Mr. Kenney states that he has “failed to 
note, in my humble experience, any differ. 
ence, under low power or high, between 
the appearance of sperm from the whole 
ejaculate of a stallion and that from the 
‘impregnating samples.’ Scientists highly 
trained in work with spermatozoa have 
indicated to me that they find no differ. 
ence in motility or vitality, either.” 


Highly qualified medical researchers in 
this field have made some definite points 
to me in this connection: 

l. The “tail end” of the ejaculate 
varies enormously in relation to the main 
charge, both in concentration and motility 
of sperm. The main charge could be 
quite satisfactory, and the “tail end” fre. 
quently most unsatisfactory. 

2. The “tail end” normally carries far 
more cellular debris than the main charge, 

3. The supply of enzymes in the “tail 
end” is far less adequate than in the 
main charge. 

This is the crux of the matter. Mr, 
Kenney’s statement does not coincide with

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my own experience, or with the findings of 
veterinarians and doctors | have employed 
in my own breeding shed. or with the re- 
port of able researchers. Has Mr. Kenney 
gone to the trouble of keeping tail end 
samples and main charge samples at 
room temperature for as long as twelve 
hours, and has he taken samples once an 
hour from both samples to examine their 
vitality? If so. how did he obtain the 
main charge samples? 

If this difference between the last part 
of the discharge and the central part is 
admitted to exist and to be important. a 
further question arises. Possibly the veteri- 
narian could enter the mare with his 
arm. following the service. holding in his 
hand an open-ended capsule; then, if 
semen is found in the vagina, he could 
scoop a quantity of it into the open cap- 
sule, pinch the end shut with his thumb 
and finger, and insert it, closed end first. 
through the cervix. If no semen is found. 
presumably the whole charge has passed 
through the cervix into the uterus and im- 
pregnation is not then needed. 

Mr. Ebelhardt questions whether we are 
not crowding the mare too fast into preg- 
nancy when her system as a whole is not 
ready for it. Mr. Kenney states bluntly 
that as far as he is concerned, he is in 
the dark as to “any reason. moral or scien- 
tific. why a mare ought not to conceive.” 
The fact that Mr. Kenney is where Moses 
was when the light went out does not mean 
that there may not be some light on the 
matter. At least. Mr. Ebelhardt is look- 
ing for it. 

Would Mr. Kenney say. for instance. 
that a woman suffering from acute anemia.

BROODMARE OF THE YEAR 


Calumet Farm’s Potheen. dam of the 
stakes winners Bewitch, Pot 0’ Luck, and 
Theen, and of the winners Rita Z.. Great 
Day. Pharatheen, Tattle Tale, and Brother 
Bill. has been designated “broodmare of 
the year” by the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. of Louisville. 

She was selected on the basis of her all- 
round record as a producer, and because 
of the accomplishments of Bewitch and 
Pot o° Luck during 1947.

The cases where impregnation is best 
justified are probably those where the 
neck of the cervix is twisted, or is placed 
high up or low down. or to one side of 
the vagina. so that there is small chance 
of the main charge of semen passing 


through it without artificial aid. These 
cases can be determined by the veteri- 
narian manually after service by the stal- 
lion. I take it there is general agreement 
on this point. 

One further point. My own records in. 
dicate a somewhat higher incidence of 
twins among mares that have been impreg. 
nated than among those that have not. 
However. the numbers involved are so 
small that no solid conclusion can be 
drawn from them. Perhaps some of the 
large studs can furnish adequate data on 
this matter.

KIAMENSI 


A new series of distance races, to be 
called the Kiamensi Handicap, will be 
introduced at Delaware Park this year. 
It will be similar to the Montchanin Handi- 
cap series which previously had been es. 
tablished at the track. 

The Kiamensi, for horses which have 
raced to be claimed for $15,000 or less 
in 1947 and 1948. consists of four races, 
beginning at 1; miles and culminating 
at 114 miles. The Montchanin is for 
horses which have raced to be claimed for 
$7.500 since last October 1. It begins 
at 1,'; miles, and the fifth and last of the 
series is at 154 miles. 

Points are awarded in each series to 
horses finishing as good as fourth. Lead- 
ing pointmaker in the Kiamensi receives 
an award of $5,000 in addition to money 
won in each race. The purses start at 
$4.500 and increase by $500 for each 
additional race. The Montchanin starts 


at $3.500, with $500 additional a race 
and an award of $2,500 to the high scorer.

He represents the peak of success in a 
breeding venture begun only about ten 
years ago by Ben F. Whitaker, his owner. 
Toward the latter part of her Turf career. 
the *Bull Dog mare Albania raced for 
Mr. Whitaker. He retired her to the stud 
and from her bred the stakes winners Chief 
Barker and Carolyn A., and other winners. 
Among her foals was the filly Sugapud. by 
*Sickle. which showed very good promise 
in training, but was injured before she 
could start. 

At about that same time. the Whitaker 
stable was represented by the successful 
Requested. It was natural that Requested 
and Sugapud would be mated when they 
were retired. And it did not take a fortune 
teller to predict a reasonably bright fu- 
ture for their offspring. the first of which 
was My Request. 

Last year My Request won six races. 
including five stakes. and $90,575. Up 
to this week he had won three races in 
1948. including both divisions of the Ex- 
perimental Handicap. under top weight. 
His next start presumably will be in the 
Wood Memorial Stakes. Victory in this 
probably would make him a strong second 
choice to Citation in the Derby. A defeat 
in the Wood, unless it were conclusive, 
would still leave him with a good many 
supporters.

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DISASTER AT PASCOAG 


A disastrous fire. the second within g 
month, swept through the stable area at 
Pascoag race track early on the morning 
of April 20, killing a groom and more than 
thirty horses. The groom, who was sleep. 
ing in a tack room at the time of the fire, 
was identified only as “Harry” or “Nuts 
and Bolts.” 

The Pascoag stables were being used to 
handle the overflow of horses from the 
nearby Lincoln Downs track, which is cur- 


rently conducting its Spring Meeting, 
Horses which escaped the blaze were 
transferred to stables at Narragansett 


Park and to barns on neighboring farms, 

There were no horses of prominence 
among those destroyed. Four barns were 
leveled by the fire. Total damage was 
estimated at $150,000. 

The earlier fire had caused the death 
of four horses. News stories on the see. 
ond fire did not mention the origin of the 
blaze.

his personal property. The racing stable 
was brought to the United States in 1946 
and dispersed at Keeneland in the fall 
of that year. The stock in France is still 
the property of his father’s estate. 

Mr. Widener at 22 became a private in 
the United States Army in the first World 
War. found life in sharp contrast to what 
he had learned of it at Lynnewood Hall. 
He slept in a bed still stained with the 
blood of its last corpse, learned that the 
best way to fix your feet is to “soak a rag 
in human urine and bind it round your 
bloody blisters,” served in a French hos- 
pital as “orderly, interpreter and general 
roustabout.” 

After the war he turned to breeding and 
showing German shepard dogs, became an 
expert in this field. He was proud that 
many Seeing Eye dogs were descended 
from his stock. He discontinued his Jos- 
elle Kennels in 1925, about the same time 
his interest in racing was aroused. 

On November 4, 1924 he was married to 
Mrs. Gertrude Peabody. who was _ the 
mother of a 4-year-old daughter, Joan 
Peabody. They had two children, Peter 
A. B. Widener 3rd and Miss Ella Widener. 
whose engagement to be married to Corty

John B. McKee 


Fifty years ago John Blair McKee tried 
to win a day’s expense by backing an odds. 
on favorite in a two-horse race for the 
Latonia Derby. The favorite was the Ken. 
tucky Derby winner Plaudit. McKee. then 
a manager of fighters, put up $210 to win 
a bookmaker’s $30. Han d’Or, the other 
starter, ran the first mile faster than the 
track record, coasted to the finish three 
lengths in front. 

When McKee turned to training horses 
he made a specialty of beating short. 
priced favorites—getting even with Plau- 


dit. he called it. 


In the spring of 1929 Mr. McKee bought 
for Chaffee Earl, Los Angeles oil man, a 
colt which got him far ahead of Plaudit. 
For Mr. Earl’s Wiltshire stable he had 
won the Tia Juana Derby with Naishapur, 
earning $30,100. He put $25,000 of it 
back to buy a Jim Gaffney 2-year-old 
called Jim Dandy, from the late Col. W, 
S. Dudley. On a muddy track at Saratoga 
in August. Jim Dandy won the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes at 50 to 1. 

A year later, again over Saratoga’s mud, 
the champion Gallant Fox and his nearest 
rival Whichone met in the Travers Stakes, 
Jim Dandy, at 100 to 1, beat the exhausted 
Gallant Fox by eight lengths and _ the 
broken down Whichone by six more. 

This was the high point of the Turf 
career of John McKee, who died April 
12 at the Clark Hotel in Los Angeles. The 
78-year-old horseman was a native of Coy. 
ington, Ky. His family moved, while he 
was a child, to Mt. Sterling, Ky., and he 
generally referred to Mt. Sterling as his 
home, though he had actually lived in 
California for most of the last forty years. 
The funeral was held from the home of 
his sister, Mrs. Mike Mitchell, in Coving- 
ton, and burial was at Mt. Sterling. 

Chaffee Earl’s brief career in racing 
was marked by high success, owing to Mr. 
McKee’s selection and training of Naisha- 
pur and Jim Dandy. Naishapur won no 
other important races after the Tia Juana 
Derby. but finished second in Golden 
Prince’s $100,000-added Coffroth Handi- 
cap, in Clyde Van Dusen’s Kentucky 
Derby, and Windy City’s American Derby. 

Mr. Earl was one of many Californians 
whose entry into racing and breeding was 
influenced by Johy McKee. He_ bought 
horses for Hamilton H. Cotton, Baron 
Long, John B. McKeon, and Norman W. 
Church. Among the numerous stallions 
which went to California through his ree- 
ommendation was Bon Homme, which he 
bought for Mr. McKeon. Bon Homme 
for many years was among the most pron: 
inent California sires.
